preferably correctable with the different air chambers through inserts of greater or lesser depth 
in a pipe socket on the outermost container. 

2. Device according to Claim 1, characterized in that the air removal tube (20) is 
easily replaced and is furnished with a water sack (19). 

3, Device according to Claim 1, characterized in that on the air removal tube (20) a 
thermometer is attached in such a manner that through the turning of the thermometer an air 
escape opening (22) leading to the open air can be achieved.
